WHAT BERLIN SAYS

life, and that all the passengers and 
crew were safe and well in German- 
occupied -territory. 

The vessel, he said, had been de- 
stroyed with so much regard for all 
international agreements that “it, might

The Mediterranean Stage 


‘Approximately a year ago the second 
phase of the Germans’ spring offensive 
was started against France, and within a 
month the war in the West was at an 
end. Now it appears as if the second 
phase of this year’s spring offensive has 
started in the Near East, and the course 
of events in the Mediterranean in the near 
future will be watched with intense 
interest throughout the world. Since the 
German Army over-ran Yugoslavia and 
Greece the military prophets have been 
speculating busily regarding Herr Hitler's 
next move. It was obvious from the 
beginning that he did not propose to rest 
on his laurels. There was—and still is— 
a general belief that his next objective 
will be the Suez Canal, involving, 
incidentally, the investment of Egypt ; and 
there even is talk of a great drive towards 
the East in order to secure control of the 
Persian oilfields, For the moment all 
this talk is sheer speculation; but there 
is no doubt that an attempt is being made 
to attack Egypt. The appearance of 
Germar, armoured and motorised units in 
Libya may have been designed primarily 
to save Italian prestige in North Africa; 
but recent fighting in the Sollum area 
suggests that the Germans are in con- 
siderable force, and it is quite possible 
that a major offensive against Egypt is 
in contemplation. If Herr Hitler does 
intend to tackle Egypt seriously, it is 
more than likely that he will attack from 
both sides simultaneously. The British 
and Dominion forces have had time during 
the last month or so to strengthen their 
positions in the neighbourhood of Mersa 
Matruh, which they have been fortifying 
for the better part of twelve months.

The Horse’s Place 


When food supplies are as seriously 
restricted as they are in England it is 
natural that some attention should be 
given to the possibility of effecting a 
saving in consumption by reducing the 
number of animals in the country. As a 
matter of fact, in the British Press there 
has been a considerable controversy on 
the subject, supplemented by such 
statistical comparisons as the number of 
eggs that a large body of hens could pro- 
duce on the amount of corn required to 
feed a racehorse. The authorities have not 
been stampeded by’ the advocates of a 
wholesale reduction in the number of race- 
horses. The rations for thoroughbreds 
have been curtailed, but sight has not 
been lost of the value of the British breed- 
ing industry, or of the importance of 
racing to that industry. The Government 
has been helped by the reasonable 
approach of the racing and breeding 
people The necessity for rationing has 
been admitted, and the fact that the 
human being comes before the horse has 
been strictly kept in mind. Furthermore, 
there have been no stronger advocates 
than the writers on behalf of the breeding 
and racing industry of the weeding-out 
of third-rate animals. It is in the national 
interest that the British bloodstock 
industry should be maintained, but bad 
horses are of no value to either the 
country or the industry. Recently there 
were thirty-five runners in a £100 selling 
handicap in England, and the first three in 
the race were geldings. It might create no 
surprise if the opponents of racing seized 
upon the example of such a race to ask if 
such animals were helping to ‘‘ maintain 
the breed,’’ if they had any export value, 
and if they served any purpose except 
as a medium for gamblers. Actually those 
questions were asked in the leading sport- 
ing newspaper in Great Britain. Up to 
the present there has been no suggestion 
that the shottage of food in Ireland ever 
will be so acute as to require a reduction 
in the number of horses, dogs and cats. 
It has been asked, however, if several of 
the racehorses in the country could not 
be ‘“‘eliminated’’ with profit to the sport: 
a trainer was heard to assert sarcastically 
that in some races the horses were running 
to discover which of them would be last! 
The Irish breeding industry plays a 
greater relative part in the economy of 
this country than that of England in 
the British national economy. Conse- 
quently its preservation, undamaged by 
either war or emergency, is of greater im- 
portance; and Irish Governments, no 
matter how serious the circumstances, 
should have no disposition to interfere 
with the feeding and racing of as great a 
number of horses as is necessary for the 
maintenance of the industry in a thriving 
condition, ready to take advantage of the 
markets that will be open to it as soon 
as the war ends. 
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Beards and the Man 


The ancient Britons, if one is to judge 
from the illustrations in popular history 
books, were a race of large, fearsome men 
with huge beards. Britain, according to 
the barbers of that country, may very 
possibly become a bearded nation once 
again. The main reason for this pessimism 
on the part of the barbers is due to the 
fact that virtually all the men in the 
barbers’ shops have been called up, and there 
is nobody capable of taking their places. 
Many of the barbers’ shops in Britain 
already have been closed, and in the 
others the staffs consist entirely of women. 
Men, on the whole, are not particularly 
keen on women barbers. In the first place, 
the technique of men’s haircutting is so 
vastly different from that to which they 
are accustomed that few of them are 
efficient, and, in the second place, men do 
not consider it dignified or proper to be 
shaved by women. However, even if they 
managed to overcome their objections to 
women barbers on the grounds of dignity, 
it is not likely that women would succeed 
any better at the task of shaving than 
they have succeeded at the task of hair- 
cutting. Women are not renowned for 
their steady hands, and the man who was 
being shaved might suffer some unhappy 
moments whilo his barber turned her 
attention away from his chin to examine 
an unusual hat which happened to be 
passing the window. The men can, of 
course, take to shaving themselves for a 
time; but, since the supply of razors and 
razor blades has been reduced to a quarter 
of pre-war consumption, and possibly will 
be further reduced, it is extremely doubt- 
ful whether such a solution would be 
possible for any length of time. This 
aspect of the matter will affect Ireland 
as well as Britain. The barbers’ shops, 
naturally, still are staffed by men, and 
in any case Irishmen, as a rule, shave 
themselves; but if razor blades become 
unobtainable, or even scarce, the Irishman 
will have to go bearded also. There were, 
of course, clean-shaven men long before 
razors appeared on the scene, and there 
would be nothing to prevent the modern 
Britons shaving by the old method, if 
they knew precisely what it was. Although 
the experts know almost all about the 
private lives of the early inhabitants of 
the earth, they do not seem to have arrived 
at any certain conclusion as to what was 
used fo? the process of shaving. Some of 
them suggest that beards were rubbed 
smooth with pumice stone; others suggest 
that shells were used; but nobody seems 
to have established firmly what form the 
ancient razors took, and until the experts 
discover it or invent some substitute

| Eggs 


The British Ministry of Food is working 
out a national scheme to ensure a fair 
distribution of eggs throughout the 
country. Many small firms are unable to 
give their customers one egg per week, 
while others are able to give at least three 
for each ration book, though eggs are 
not rationed. It is proposed that the 
Ministry should assume control of the 
home-produced output and follow the 
lines of the scheme for imported eggs, but 
a difficulty is that there are so many pro- 
ducers, the majority being the backyard 
poultry-farmers. It seems hat’ many 
registered packers of- eggs seli all their 
produce locally, and it may become 
necessary for them to despatch to distant 
parts of the country with a view to 
ensuring equal distribution. 


Children in Death Roll 


Much concern is manifested by some 
people that the air raid casualttes for 
April reveal that nearly fifty per cent. of 
the victims were women and children, and 
it is pointed out to-day that this is a 
warning of which towns should take 
serious notice It is apparent that the 

licy of evacuation has not been carrie‘ 
ar enough, and that many more children 
should have been sent to reasonably saf: 
areas. In view of the possibility of 
further raids on a big scale every child 
possible should be sent away, but in this 
connection it is difficult to persuade the 
parents of the peril of keeping them at 
home. Nothing but compulsion will move 
these people, and until that is applied it 
is to be feared that many children will 
continue to appear in the death-roll.

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Adjustable Roadway 


I notice that American road engineers 
have been busy lately grappling with the 
problem of traffic congestion, and by the 
construction of a divisible, or ‘‘ traffic 
shunting,’’ roadway appear to have taken 
a notable step towards its solution. 

The Chicago highway, on which this 
novel system now operates, has been fitted 
with three chains of sunken ‘“‘ dividers,’’ 
or kerbstones, each twelve feet long and 
two feet wide. A push-button hydraulic 
control at the roadside automatically 
raises the pre-selected kerb eight inches 
above ground, or alternatively sinks it 
flush with the road. 

During normal traffic hours the central 
kerb is brought into prominence, thus 
equally dividing the road into two double- 
laned sections. But to ease the early 
morning rush all traffic entering town is 
allotted three of the four lanes, while out- 
going cars find their progress restricted to 
one lane. During the evening this division 
is reversed. 

Thus the traffic director may allocate 
road space to suit the needs of fluctuating 
traffic, the time required to operate the 
‘“‘adjustable roadway’’ being just 20 
seconds. In the event of war, says one 
trans-Atlantic commentator, the new road- 
way could be used very effectively to 
separate civilian from military traffic. 


Dancing for Fires 2 


I wonder why the Department of 
Supplies does not nominate some Kilkenny- 
born experts to show Dublin housewives 
how to get rid of their surplus slack—if 
they have any—by “ dancing the culm?” 

It is no ballroom feat, but a custom 
they have down Castlecomer way, where 
the slack from the local mines is sold to 
the local families rather cheaply. This 
slack is mixed with some yellow clay from 
the garden—even a tiny mixture of cement 
is also permissible—and then well danced 
over with hob-nail boots before being 
shaped into small balis and left to dry 
and harden in the sun. 

The ‘‘culm balls,” placed on top of a 
fire started with ordinary lumps of coal, 
will redden and burn away slowly. A few 
of them last a whole day, throwing out 
all the heat you want. 

I hear that all the terpsichorean “ culm 
ball ’’ makers are very busy just now all 
over Kilkenny dancing a supply for next 
winter. 


Dublin Drama League 


Dublin seems to be full of actors, amateur 
and professional. The Father Mathew Feis 
is scarcely over, and I read of the forma- 
tion of a new Dublin Drama League. I 
quite agreed with every word Denis 
Johnston said about the Irish theatre at 
the Book Fair; but, at the same time, I 
do not know whether we can welcome the 
formation of another group of actors, even 
if it is merely a revival of a league which 
flourished before 1930. 

_It seems to me that the acting popula- 
tion in Dublin will soon far out-number 


the audiences. I notice that the League 
1s divided into four sections—a playgoers’ 
section, a writers’ section, a production 
unit, and a central council. The League is 
” primarily a Youth Movement, a centre 
to which coming actors and actresses may 
turn as a clearing-house for their talents.” 
I cannot say that I understand exactly 
what is meant by that expression, but 
seemingly the League means business. 

A programme has been already arranged 
for the autumn, and will, I believe. include 
six interesting foreign non commercial] 
plays and two or three new works by Irish 
writers, either experimental in nature or 
unsuitable for the ordinary Dublin 
theatre. ; 

It sounds interesting, and I shall look 
forward to the first production. 


Not the Censor 


Patrons of a certain Dublin picture- 

house last week were spectators of a film 
which bears crude and unmistakable sicns 
of “cutting.” It is unnecessary to give 
details. Possibly some of them may have 
wondered what the Censor saw to cut in a 
very harmless sort of motion picture, and 
they may have sworn about him. 
_ As it happens, I saw this picture when 
it first was released in Eire, and it was 
not cut at all. The film has been around 
a bit since then, and apparently it has 
been clipped here and there, either to 
save minutes in programmes or because 
pieces of the celluloid were damaged.

The book iteelf is one of the most taste- 
ful productions I have seen for many a 
day, bound in black and gold, and printed 
on paper that seems unbelievably white 
in these times, when we expect the paper 
to be as brown as the bread.

The fact that this had not been done 
earlier was, in his view, responsible 
for the country’s failure to face up to 
the food position. 

He inquired if all inter-Ministerial 
contact between Eire and Great Britain 
had been completely cut.

He also 
asked if any examination was being 
made to discover how the foot-and- 
mouth disease was being spread into 
new areas, 


DR. RYAN’S REPLY 


Dr. J. RYAN, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, replying to the debate, said that 
he agreed that the tillage increase was 
not announced in time, Changes in 
the international and import situation 
necessitated the increase of the tillage 
quota from 174 per cent. to 20 per 
cent. 

The idea of the Meat Purchasing 
Committee was to obviate contact 
between dealers and farmers because 
of the danger of spreading foot-and- 
mouth disease. Any profits arising 
out of the scheme would eventually be 
devoted to some agricultural purpose. 
Referring to criticisms of the, wheat 
policy, the MINISTER said that if a 
supply of wheat had been stored before 
the war it would have been used up 
now, and they would still have to de- 
pend on home production. It was un- 
fortunate that the wheat policy had 
been made a matter of party politics. 
The suggestion of Deputy Dillon that 
they should grow a large quantity of 
barley and arrange with Britain for an 
exchange of wheat instead did not in- 
dicate a very considered knowledge of 
the problem. 


FIXED PRICE FOR OATS 


Dealing with criticisms that the 
Government had starved the land by 
not making sufficient artificial manures 
available, Dr. RYAN said that from 
1924 to 1931 160,000 tons of super- 
hosphates were used here each year. 
rom 1931 to 1939 the yearly figure was 
130,000 tons; against that there had 
been a 50 per cent. and 60 per cent. 
increase respectively in the amount of 
potash and sulphate of ammonia used 
each year from 1931 to 1939, as com- 
pared with 1924 to 1931. The fact re- 
mained, of course, that sufficient arti- 
ficial manures were not used in either 


period. 

~ Dr. RYAN added that he considered 
it would be very necessary to have a 
fixed price for oats next year. He 
anticipated that there would be a very 
big oat harvest, and if they did not 
regulate prices it was quite possible 
that they might go as low as 12s. or 
14s. per barrel at one period, while 
rising at another.

Referring to foot-and-mouth disease, 
the MINISTER said that the staff deal- 
ing with it was very competent, and 
it was a pity that deputies should 
criticise the manner in which they had 
been doing their work.

Srr,—There can be no excuse for 
the prices charged in the Dublin shops 
for the oranges and onions which 
recently arrived from Spain.

Our Govern- 
ment uses its Emergency Powers, 
granted in order to preserve the 
neutrality of Eire, for quite other pur- 
poses, such as stifling criticism and 
crushing the poor by its Wages Stand- 
still Onder: hy does it not use them 
also, and preferably, to break /the 
fruit and vegetable ring and to issue 
a Stand-still Order for the price of the 
necessaries of life? 

Onions are being sold at anything 
from 1s. 6d, to 2s. 6d. a Ib. one 
street two shops facing each other 
charge 1s. 9d. and 2s. 6d., respec- 
tively. Somebody is clearly’ profiteer- 
ing. What we want to know, and what 
we have a right to know, is what price 
the wholesalers paid on the quays for 
these onions and oranges, and what 
price they charged the retailers. 

If the “new artistocracy” like to 
buy tomatoes and strawberries at more 
than their weight in gold, let them! 
I do not complain. But such things 
as oranges and onions should be 
brought within the reach of the pvor, 
even if the State has to make up a loss 
on them. While, like all loyal Irish- 
men, I support our Government in its 
policy of strict neutrality, Í cannot 
support it in its economic and financial 

olicy: Our Constitution tells us that 
Eire is a Catholic country. Let our 
rulers consult the great Encyclical of 
Pope Leo XIII. and base their economic 
uil social policy on the ‘‘ Workers’ 
Charter” of the Church! 

It ig absurd to stabilise wages unless 
rices are also stabilised. There is nu 
just reason why the consumer should 
always pay the increased cost of pro- 
duction. Why should not the producer, 
the wholesaler and the distributor pay 
at least their share, if not the whole 
increase? The State asks a sacrifice 
from all classes. Let the State see that 
all classes make the sacrifice, except 
those whose margin is so low that any 
sacrifice means starvation! The trouble 
is that in matters of finance and 
economics our rulers rely on advisers 
(if they rely on any advisers at all!) 
whose spiritual home is Threadneedle 
street. They are hide-bound in the 
conventional economic and financial 
outlook of the banking interest of 
Great Britain, to whom they pay the 
sincerest compliment of imitation, 
instead of striking out for themselves 
and shaking off the shackles of. ortho- 
doxy (i.e., British orthodoxy !), which 
profits the ‘‘ havés,”’ but is ruinous to 
the great maiority.—Yours, etc.,

"“ CINEMA BUILDING "' 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In one of your leading articles 
this morning you comment on a sen- 
tence contained in “ lecture on 
“Modern Architecture,”’ which I gave 
to the ‘‘ White Stag Group’”’ of artists 
on Friday last. I said that it was 
my opinion that a ‘‘really good cinema 
has yet to be built in Ireland,” and Ll 
went on to explain why I thought 
that. I said: “It is unfortunate that 
most of the cinemas here and in 
England have been built in a sort of 
jazz-modernistic style, which people 
assume is modern architecture. They 
say to themselves, ‘this building is 
ugly and loud and gaudy. I don’t like 
it. If this is modern architecture | 
will have nothing to do with it.’ The 
cinema is becoming, or, perhaps, has 
already become, one of the chief 
stunbting blocks in the way of popu- 
lar appreciation of modern architec- 
ture. A typical modern problem, it 
should and can be solved in a strictly 
functional, rational way.”’ 

I agree with you when you say that, 
“surely a buildin that fitly serves 
the purpose for which it is designed, 
without offending against the canons of 
line and form, is architecturally 
sound ;” but what exactly the canons 
of line and form are I do not know, 
but I do know that the exteriors of 
most of our cinemas are, to my mind, 
ugly, however skilfully the architects 
have dealt with the blems of the 
interior—seating, comfort, sight-lines, 
acoustics, air-conditioning and Corpora- 
tion regulations about gangways, exits, 
etc. he real beauty of any building 
lies agree A in the truthful way in 
which the internal shape and purpose 
of the building is expressed agi basen ó 
Our recent cinemas are not “really 
good " buildings, to my mind, because 
either they have been designed, inter- 
nally and externally, in what I have 
called the ‘‘ jazz-modernistic’’ manner, 
or else some period facade or other 
has been applied to their structure, 
hiding the true form of the building 
in a misguided attempt to make it 
harmonise with. its Georgian, Victorian 
or other surroundings, Dublin will 
not remain for ever Georgian. In archi- 
tecture there is no compromise between 
“period” and contemporary living. 
Either a building is Georgian or it is 
modern. It cannot satisfactorily he 
both. A 20th century building such 
as a cinema does not fit into a Georgian 
environment by masquerading as a 
Georgian building, and superimposing a 
pseudo-Georgian f e does not make 
it a Georgian building. It must be true 
to itself and express its form boldly 
and unashamedly and this need not 
mean severity und inhuman austerity, 
but can mean, ir the case of a cinema, 
drama, romance, gaiety and appeal. 
The internal shape of a cinema. as 
dictated by acoustics, the comfort and 
convenience of the audience, etc., is 
in itself beautiful, and has no need 
to be bia goir A “i Eat 
grapes hanging from the ceiling, by 
“ya peng illars and all the other 
ripperies with which we are so 
familiar. Rather should the ae 
and beauty of its shape be emphasi 
and enhanced by the work of local 
mural painters and sculptora in the

In the first place, the victory at 
Amba -Alagi has resulted in the sur- 
render of the Duke of Aosta and his 
whole remaining forces, and must be 
considered to bring all major organ- 
ised resistance in Abyasinia to an end. 

No doubt, other fighting will con- 
tinue for some time in the South, 
but this certainly wears the aspect 
of the culmination of a campaign 
which, I venture to think, is one of 
the most remarkable ever fought by 
British or Imperial arms. It reflects 
the utmost credit on General Cunning- 
ham and General Platt, who dis- 
charged so well the task assigned to 
them by the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Middle East, Sir Archibald 
Wavell. . 

When we look back to January I 
find that the best expert opinion fixed 
the middle or the end of May as the 
earliest date at which we could ad- 
vance to Kismayu, and anyone who 
has acquainted himself with the geo- 
graphy will see the enormous achieve- 
ments—beyond anything that could 
have been hoped for—which have been 
accomplished by audacious action and 
by extraordinary competence in war- 
fare in those desolate countries. 


SOUTH AFRICANS AND 


INDIANS 


I take this opportunity of pointin 
out that in this campaign the Sout 
African Army—strong forces raised in 
Cape Colony and in the Union of 
South Africa—have played a most dis- 
tinguished part. ey were ordered 
by General Smuts to go forward, and, 
now this theatre is closing down, they 
are to move northwards to the 
Mediterranean. (Cheers.) a 

But, also, two British-Indian Divi- 
sions have gained laurels irf the “ght- 
ing at Kassala, and all the way from 
Kassala to Keren; and up to the final 
event. These Indian Divisions con- 
sist of six Indian battalions and three 
British battalions. I am assured that 
the greatest admiration is felt at the 
extraordinary military qualities dis- 
played by the Indian troops, and that 
their dash, their ardour and their 
faithful endurance of all the hard- 
ships have won them the regard of 
their British comrades, and sometimes 
we have found several cases where not 
a single British officer has remained, 
and the battalion has conducted itself 
in the most effective manner. Alto- 
gether, this episode is one which re- 
flects very high honour upon the sol- 
diers of India of all castes and creeds 
who were engaged. I feel I cannot 
refer to that matter without bringing 
this in a direct and emphasised manner 
to the attention of the House. 


SOLLUM 


The second event which has occurred 
since we were last here is the remark- 
ably well sustained action at Sollum. 
This is of interest because it was 
fought exclusively between British and 
German troops. It has not, I sup- 
pose, been found worth while 
to maintain Italian troops at 
the end of such a long and precarious 
line of communication. (Laughter.) 
Fighting was at once severe, but not, 
of course, on a very large scale, 
Several of our motorised brigades, 
supported by armoured brigades and 
strong artillery, advanced some 30 miles 
from the position where they had been 
deployed for some weeks past and 
attacked the enemy, opel Sollum, 
taking Hell Fire Pass, and taking Fort 

apuzzo, and the armoured troops had 
got well round the flank, and were very 
well situated at about one o'clock on 
the 17th. But the Germans launched 
a resolute counter-attack of about 40 
tanks and recaptured Fort Capuzzo, 
and that entailed. the withdrawal of 
the armoured brigade from the advan- 
tageous position which it had attained, 
Operations, therefore, were indecisive. 
But while the Germans claim 100 
risoners, we have 500 Germans in our 

ands, and the losses in tanks and in 
personnel are certainly as heavy, if not 
heavier, on their side than on ours. 

This operation must be regarded on 
the background that for more than six 
weeks past the Germans have been 
proclaiming that they shortly would be 
in Suez, and have Fo making much 
credit, with the neutral world by 
spreading at large statements of this 
kind. It is, therefore, satisfactory to 
us to see that we have regained strong 
offensive power, and that fighting is 
being mamtained, at any rate on even 
terms, in the advanced areas of the 
approaches to Egypt.

their parents, and that many were in- 
firm and aged folk; and wheter the 
Government would give’ Mantaodinte con- 
sideration to the provision oí shelter 
for these people in adjoining rural 
areas. 

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of Home 


Affairs, who replied, said the respon- 
sibility for dealing with the problem 
had n transferred to his depart- 
ment. He understood that the num- 


bers with which they had to deal at 
the moment were nothing like as great 
as those which could have been found 
in the districts surrounding Belfast a 
few days ago; but he realised that in 
the event of another raid—and possibly 
even after another air raid warning— 
they would increase enormo 
Arrangements were already well in 
hand. A considerable number of these 
refugees were provided for last night. 
As time went on he hoped to make 
arrangements for progressively larger 
numbers. 

Mr. J. W. Nixon (Ind. U.) inquired 
if the Ministry would give instructions 
to the Transport Board to make 
arrangements to convey these people 
into the country and enable them to 
return to their work in the morning, 


LIMITED TRANSPORT 


Sir Dawson Bates replied that he had 
great sympathy with these people, but 
there was a limit to the transport avail- 
able. He would, however, go into the 
whole question. 

Replying to a further question by 
Mr. Campbell, the Minister of Public 
Security said that the number of air 
raid shelters was being continually in- 
creased. The provision of deep shelters 
within a reasonable distance of the 
homes of the people had not proved a 
practicable proposal so far. 

Mr. Thos. Bailie (Ind. U.) suggested 
that public buildings in Belfast and its 
vicinity should be rendered less con- 
spicuous from the air. He also sug- 
gested the provision of more steel 
helmets for those engaged in A.R.P. 
services. 

The Minister of Public Security 
said that a number of new civilian type 
steel helmets for fire watching parties 
would be made available for sale at an 
early date.
